Dean Lynn S. Blake 
Dies Suddenly Here 


Lynn Stanford Blake, dean of the 
Auburn School of Pharmacy, died sud- 
denly at his home June 23, one week 
prior to his planned retirement after 46 
years of continuous service to Auburn 
and Auburn pharmacy students in par- 
ticular. His death came as a result ofa 
heart attack. 

Born in Coloma, Mich., on April 16, 
1889, Dean Blake earned B.S., M.S. and 
Ph.C, degrees at the University of Mich-

Dean Fred H. Pumphrey to seek the 
answers, which he gave in the follow- 
ing statement: 

“Auburn is seeking to establish a 
sound fundamental engineering re- 
search’ program. Our engineering re- 
search must be educationally centered; 
it must deal with basic engineering 
problems. The primary purpose for re- 
search at any engineering school or 
college is to enable its professors to 
teach students how to conduct research | 
and to increase their store of basic 
knowledge. 

“Our research program involves the 
School of Engineering, the Engineering 
Experiment Station, and the Auburn 
Research Foundation. Each of these or- 
ganizations has a séparate and distinct 
function, but’ all three are oriented 
toward the same ultimate purpose— 
that of building an outstanding Engi- 
neering School. 

“Concomitant with this ultimate pur- 
pose. is service to industry and govern- 
mental agencies through our research 
program. Auburn engineering research 
can serve Alabama industry by provi- 
ing direct service; it can aid govern- 
mental agencies—such as Redstone Ar- 
senal—and industry by conducting fed- 
erally or privately sponsored research 
projects that are in keeping with our 
ultimate purpose. 

‘Direct service is the function of the 
Engineering Experiment Station. The

Engineering Research 
Program Is Growing 


Auburn is well along in the process of establishing a significant en- 
gineering research program. Public interest in this program and parti- 
cularly in the Engineering Experiment Station has grown rapidly in re- 
cent months. People have demonstrated their interest to the Alumni As- 
sociation by asking questions about the scope, purpose, and organization 
of Auburn engineering research. This month we went to Engineering 


faculty gain knowledge and experience 
that will make -them better teachers. 

“At this time when the attention of 
legislators and the public is focused on 
eucational problems, we should report 
on the work of the Engineering Experi- 
ment Station in some detail since we 
have requested increased State financial 
support for it. Four years ago the Ala- 
bama Legislature made the first ap- 
propriation for the Experiment Station. 
Alabama investment in the Experiment 
Station is beginning to pay off in di- 
rect service and in establishing a cap- 
ability for sponsored research. 

“By direct service we mean engineer- 
ing research aimed at the discovery of 
scientific information that will solve 
general problems for a group of manu- 
facturing units in the same industry. 
An excellent example of direct service 
to Alabama industry is our study of 
the processing characteristics -and the 
fiber properties of the major. varieties 
of Alabama-produced cotton. Informa=< 
tion obtained from this research is help- 
ing the textile industry determine what 
varieties will fill specific manufacturing 
needs and how to adapt its machinery 
to use a given variety most efficiently. 
Results of this research have been so 
satisfactory to date that the textile in- 
dustry is assisting in providing facili- 
ties for expanding the program. 

“As I have already indicated, spon- 
sored research is the business of the 
Auburn Research Foundation, However, 
the role of the Engineering Experiment 
Station in establishing a capability for 
sponsored research is one of its most 
important functions. In this respect, 
Experiment Station funds serve to fa- 
cilitate the recruitment of capable re- 
search personnel and to purchase neces= 
sary research equipment. . 

“Our growing capability for sponsored 
research is evidenced by contracts 
signed during the past three months for 
projects that total approximately $100,- 
000. We expect additional contracts to 
double this amount during the next six 
months. 

“Auburn has asked for increased 
State support for the Engineering Ex- 
periment Station in order that we may 
continue to increase our research cap- 
ability and to expand our direct ser- 
vice to Alabama industry. We do not 
yet know all of the key problems of 
Alabama industries. But with adequate 
research personnel and a modest sum 
to give flexibility to the Experiment 
Station program, we can tackle those 
problems as they are identified, with 
confidence that we can aid in their so- 
lution.”

The Committee announced its posi- 
tion after a meeting with API adminis- 
trators in Birmingham on June 19. The 
Executive Committee’s formal an- 
nouncement was in part a clarification 
of the position and intention of a reso- 
lution passed by the full Board of. Trus- 
tees early this month in regard to a 
change of names.

The Wise Old Man 


Had A Word

On moonlit nights the Wise Old Man of Samford Tower comes down 
from his secluded nook beneath the clock for a nocturnal stroll around 
the campus. In keeping with his solitary ways, he waits until the hectic 
bustle of activity has subsided and the tranquil atmosphere lends a 
dreamlike quality of serenity to the campus scene. As he wanders unders 
neath the trees and down the walks, the Old Man neither seeks nor avoids 


the infrequent intruder on his solitude, 
and upon very rare occasions he deigns 
to chat with those he meets. 

There are those who engage in all 
sorts of abstruse metaphysical and 
psychological speculations about the 


Auburn Mourns Death 
Of Jimmy Hitchcock 


James Franklin (Jimmy) Hitchcock 
33, one of Auburn’s best known alum- 
ni, died in Montgomery on June 24 just 
four days prior to his 48th birthday. An 
active public servant as a member of 
the Alabama Public Service Commis- 
sion and of the Auburn Board of Trus- 
tees, Jimmy’s unexpected death resulted 
from a heart attack. He had no previous 
history of heart disease. 


Jimmy Hitchcock was Auburn’s first 
All America football player and also 
the first Auburn man elected to the 
Football Hall of Fame. ) 

He was first elected to the Alabama 
Public Service Commission in 1946 and 
had been re-elected associate member 
of the Commission every four years 
since. He began his service on the API 
Board of Trustees in 1951 and was still 
serving under a twelve year appoint- 
ment, 

Jimmy first gained fame as a half- 
back on Auburn’s undefeated team of 
1932. His exploits that season caught 
the nation’s headlines. That year he al- 
most single-handedly defeated the pre- 
viously undefeated Tulane by making a 
60 yard end run for one touchdown and 
a 63-yard punt return for another. Prior 
to that game Tulane had not lost a game 
in the South for four years. 


After graduation, he played profes- 
sional baseball and served as a back- 
field coach at Auburn simultaneously. 
He terminated his coaching career at 
Auburn in 1942 to join the Navy. Begin- 
ning his baseball career as a star Au- 
burn shortstop for three years, he 
played professional ball for the Boston 
Braves, as well as other major league 
teams, and for Chattanooga in the 
Southern Association. 


When the old Opelika Owls pro team 
was re-organized shortly after World 
War II, he was named manager, but 
resigned to run for the Alabama Public 
Service Commission in 1946. 


Despite his athletic fame, Jimmy 
Hitchcock did not live in memories of 
past glorious moments—he was too busy 
in the present. After he had served 
several years as Public Service Com- 
missioner, someone suggested to him 
that as a politician he would benefit 
from having his name associated with 
the popular March of Dimes drive. He 
replied, “I don’t care to do something 
to get my name in print. It has been 
there often enough. But I am interested 
in helping crippled children—for that 


. Peason ft will do all that | can to help.” 


Jimmy Hitchcock was that kind of a 
man. As President Ralph B. Draughon, 
Coach Ralph Jordan, Coach Wilbur 
Hutsell, and many other Auburn men 
have said, “Auburn will miss him,” and 
so will many other people, particularly 
over the State of Alabama. For he was 


also a popular public service commis- 
sioner, 


Surviving him are his widow; two 
sons, Jimmy and Bobby; his mother, 
Mrs. J. F. Hitchcock, Sr., Auburn; two 
Sisters, Mrs. M. A. Collins, Opelika, and 
Mrs. Joseph Little, Palatka, Fla.; four 
brothers, W. B. Hitchcock, Demopolis: 
J. G. Hitchcock, Auburn; Billy Hitch- 
cock, Opelika and Detroit, and H. D 
Hitchcock, Union Springs, 


Old Man’s nature and existence. Some 
maintain that he is a spirit with clearly 
defined powers of selective apparition 
others insist that he is the Auburn 
Spirit incarnate; very practical folk are 
sure that he is a hoax perpetuated by 
some esoteric fraternity; and some 
seoffing cynics speak of “hallucinae 
tions” whenever the Old Man is mens« 
tioned.

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For Conservation, Economy, Progress —— 


Everyone Has Stake In Agricultural Research 


Helping the farmer take the gamble out of agricultural production 
remains the primary objective of agricultural research. At Auburn agri- 
cultural science has advanced to the point that Experiment Station lead- 
ers foresee a time when Alabama agriculture can enjoy a stability vir- 
tually equal td that of other major industries. However, fulfillment of 
this vision requires the continuation and expansion of a complex, com- 


prehensive research program. Despite 
progress made to date, the farmer still 
makes a tremendous annual gamble 


against unfavorable weather, insects, 


uncertain’ markets, and an undepend- 
able labor supply. 

Auburn has asked the Alabama Leg- 
islature for increased financial .sup- 
port for the Agricultural Experiment 
Station with complete confidence that 
every Alabamian has a vital stake in 
its research program. Behind this con- 
fidence lie three compelling facts: 


I. Agriculture and related industries 
those which handle, process, and dis- 
tribute farm and forest products— 
provide 64 per cent of the State’s an- 
nual income, or an annual average 
gross of $3.8 billion. A sownd state 
economy depends upon a sound agricul- 
tural economy. 


2. Helping the farmer achieve stable 
production requires aid in the market- 
place as well as in field and forest. 
Research designed to furnish informa- 
tion that will provide a stable market 
means better, more economical food 
and fiber for consumers and proces- 
sors. 

3. Conservation of natural resources 
fs a concomitant of practically all agri- 
cultural research. Of Alabama’s 33 
million acres, 31 million are devoted to 
farms, forests, and streams. Auburn’s 
agricultural research helps preserve the 
natural wealth and increase the nat- 
ural beauty of all Alabama. 


One cannot realize the comprehen- 
Siveness, usefulness, or complexity of 
Auburn agricultural research without 
a visit to the Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station itself. For the benefit 
of Auburn alumni The Alumnews made 
a visit to Ag Hill this month. We can’t 
possibly tell all that we learned, but we 
believe that you will find the follow- 
ing briefs on a few selected major 
Projects not only interesting but also 
helpful in showing your neighbor how 
agricultural research at Auburn helps 
him and why increased financial sup- 
port for the Agricultural Experiment 
Station amounts to a personal invest- 
ment for him. 


; A New Variety 


This past year Auburn released War- 
rior Vetch, an Auburn produced var- 
iety, to a group of selected farmers to 
begin general seed production. War- 
rior Vetch may in a few years add hun=- 
dreds of thousands, or even millions, 
of dollars to Alabama’s economy. 

For many years vetch has been one 

of the most effective and popular green 
manure (or winter cover) crops in the 
State. Recently it has also become very 
important as a grazing crop for Ala- 
bama’s growing livestock industry. 
Unfortunately, none of the varieties 
that have grown well in Alabama pro- 
@uced a satisfactory seed crop here. 
‘ In 1958 Alabama farmers planted 
More than 6,000,000 pounds of vetch 
seed but harvested less than 324,000 
Ibs. Thus, in one year more than $1,- 
000,000 went out of state to purchase 
vetch seed grown principally on the 
West Coast. 

Warrior Vetch produces a good seed 
erop in Alabama and apparently will 
Provide grazing and green manure as 
well as any other variety. 

To produce Warrior Vetch, the Agri- 
Cultural Experiment Station studied 
hundreds of strains and thousands of 
individual vetch plants over a period 
of years. This is only one of many plant 
breeding projects now in progress at 
Auburn, but it demonstrates the value 
of such work. 
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More Money, Better Steak 


With the aid of agricultural research, 


Alabama cattlemen increased the state- . 


wide income from the sale of beef. cat- 
tle from $7.5 million in 1940 to $97 mil- 
lion in 1958. One of Auburn’s major re- 
search programs is designed to help 
cattlemen continue’ this phenomenal 
progress. The program includes pro- 
jects in herd improvement, forage 
crop and pasture production, and 
various phases of feeding and animal 
nutrition. 

A key problem is improvement of 
the quality of Alabama-grown animals 
so that they will produce economically 
the kind of juicy flavorful steaks that 
are now imported from the West. The 
average beef animal in the Southeast 
now only appraises for 70 per cent of 
the value of the average U.S. beef 
animal. If the Alabama beef animals 
sold last year had been up to the aver- 
age U.S. animal in quality, their sale 
value would have been $135 million in- 
stead of $97 million. 


To get top prices and to market a 
larger number of animals, Alabama 
cattlemen must first produce calves 
that will continue to put on pounds of 
good red meat for a long period of time. 
Insuring consistent production of such 
calves is the business of the complex 
science of animal breeding. One im- 
portant phase of animal breeding - is 
sire testing. 

Auburn conducts a 140-day perform- 
ance test on young bulls from the Ex- 
periment Station herd and from cattle 
breeders throughout the State. The 
bulls are then auctioned off to be used 
as sires. Weight-gaining ‘ability ratés 
high with big cattle farmers, who know 
that it takes a good sire to beget 
calves that will grow into good heavy 
beef. 


Sire testing insures better bulls and 
better calves, but not necessarily the 
best. Animal breeding scientists must 
also study how to determine which 
sires are most likely to transmit their 
own good qualities to their offspring 
and then conduct similar studies of 
brood cows. 


After good calves are produced con- 
sistently, the cattleman must be able 
to feed them properly and economically 
and protect them from insects and 
diseases before he can produce good 
heavy beef at competitive prices. Au- 
burn research is producing the infor- 
mation on all these problems. It in- 
volves many scientists and technicians, 
herds of cattle, and expensive equip- 
ment, but millions of dollars of po- 
tential Alabama income are at stake. 


How Much Meat In A Grass? 


Let us turn aside from the actual 
dollar and cents results of research 
for a moment and look a little more 
closely at only one project to see how 
complex research really is. 

Metabolism tests measure the effic- 
iency of the process by which various 
feeds are converted into meat, milk, 
butterfat, or wool]. In this project the 
Auburn animal nutritionist finally 
evaluates the success of the plant 
breeder, soil chemist, and agronomist 
in the development of improved pas- 
tures and forage. If an animal can’t 
use a grass or forage efficiently, the 
fact that crop will produce a high ton- 
nage of grazing or hay becomes rela- 
tively insignificant. 

Using biochemical techniques and an 
array of precise equipment, the nu- 
tritionist determines how much of a 
food consumed is digested and how 
much excreted as waste. The energy 
in the portion digested may produce

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To Protect You—One of the objectives of research relating to insecticide residues 
is safeguarding public health. An Experiment Station laboratory technician here 
applies varying concentrations of radioactive insecticides to determine stability 
or residue properties of the chemicals in insects as compared with animals. If a 
chemical is equally stable in both insects and animals, it is potentially hazardous 


to humans. 


Above is a network of electrical resistors mounted on a panel and built by the Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Station for determining the theoretical aspects of the flow 
of moisture in soils. As complex as it may appear, the analogue, as it is called, is a 
short-cut device for solving problems in irrigation research in a matter of weeks 
that would require months or even years to solve by paper and pencil. It is be- 
lieved to be the first application of the electrical resistance method to these aspects 


of soil and water research.

for information soon revealed that pond 
management was an area that needed 
study and research. 


With the idea that concrete informa- 
tion on the management of farm ponds 
might constitute a real service to agri- 
culture, Dr. Swingle and Dean Funchess 
decided to study the matter further and 
Dr. Swingle went to work in his spare 
time. By the time that they were ready 
to launch farm pond research as an of- 
ficial project in 1934, the proposed work 
had already assumed broader dimen- 
sions. Dr. Swingle moved from the po- 
sition of entomologist to that of. fish 
culturist to direct “a long-range study of. 
water storage on farms for irrigation, 
for fish production, and for livestock.” 

A dedicated conservationist, Dr. 
Swingle was then aware that approxi- 
mately half of the plant nutrients re- 
leased into solution in Southern soils 
each year are carried by surface and 
underground water to the rivers and, 
eventually, the ocean, where they are 
lost to the productive land. Impounding 
waters in ponds to save these nutrients 
for fish production or irrigation was 
his comprehensive vision from the be- 
ginning. 

As the program has developed, Dr. 
Swingle and his staff have pioneered in 
learning how to best save run-off wa- 
ters and how to use them for fish pro- 
duction. When he began this work, 
there were only about 700 man-made 
ponds and lakes in Alabama. Now, 
largely as a result of his research, there 
are 17,000—But Dr. Swingle is by no 
means content with this progress. Rath- 
er, he visualizes the time when there 
will be an extensive system of ponds 
that will provide waters for irrigation, 
prevent floods, and stabilize and im-~ 
prove streams and underground water 
supplies in the Southeast. He foresees 
a day when fish farming will be as 
popular as chicken farming now is. 

Although Dr. Swingle conceived his 
vision in Alabama and for Alabama 
and the Southeast, it now extends far 
beyond them. Out of his research has 
grown a fisheries curriculum that has 
attracted students from 13 foreign 
countries and from at least that many 
states in the U. S. It may well be that 
he will see his vision become a practi- 
in the countries of the 
Middle East or the Orient, where teem- 
ing populations already make water 
conservation and fish production mat- 
ters of survival. If this comes to pass 
it will not be without his influence, 

Auburn fisheries graduates are al- 
ready back at home working in For- 


mosa, the Philippines, Thailand, Mexi- 


co,, Guatemala, Honduras, Iraq, Pakis- 
tan, Nepal, India and Liberia. Other 
students from six of. these countries are 
currently at Auburn along with two 
students from Israel and Indonesia. The 
latter two hold governmental positions 
in their countries equivalent to. Assis- 
tant Chief of Fisheries. 

As a result of Dr. Swingle’s work the 
bluegill bream had been introduced in- 
to Africa and other countries and the 
buffalo fish has been exported from 
Auburn to Israel, where it is being pro- 
duced commercially. In 1953 he was 
appointed U. S. representative on Pond- 
fish Culture to the Pacific Science Con- 
gress held in Manila, Philippines. In 
1957 he made an around-the-world as- 
signment tour under the sponsorship 
of Israel and the National Science 
Foundation, On the tour he served as 
a consultant on new fisheries projects 
in Israel and Thailand and visited 
fisheries projects in India and Hong 
Kong. In Thailand he attended the Pa- 
cific Science Congress, again as U. S. 
representative, and presented two pa- 
pers on fish culture. He is now a mem- 
ber of the subcommittee on Pond Cul- 
ture and Fresh Water Fisheries of the 
Pacific Science Association’s standing 
committee on Pacific Fisheries and is 
chairman of Freshwater Fisheries Com- 
mittee for the Tenth Pacific Science 
Congress. 

His interests abroad have not di- 
minished his work at home. From Asia 
he has imported the Tilapia—a pondfish 
similar to the bream but which grows 
four times as fast as bream. Recently, 
he raised from 1,500 to 2,400 pounds 
of channel cats per acre in experimen- 
tal ponds at a cost of from 9 to 14 cents 
per pound with a net profit of from $90 
to $300 per acre—‘“This,” he says, “is 
the kind of farming man has been look- 
ing for. It requires little labor except

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Herbicide research in Alabama has resulted in effective weed control programs for 
a wide range of crops, such as cotton, peanuts, pastures, woodland, and strawber- 
ries. Chemical weed control in cotton can cut hoe labor 80 to 100 per cent. The 
photo above shows freedom from weeds in the cotton row as result of applying a 
pre-emergence chemical at cotton planting time. Early spring weeds between 
rows are controlled by sweep cultivation. Pre-emergence treatment may eliminate 
the hazard of losing young crops to grass and weeds when unusually heavy rains

meat, bone, milk, and other animal 
products or may be dissipated as body 
heat. 

The process begins with analysis in 
a bombrealorimeter of the available 
energy ‘content of the feed being in- 
vestigated. Then to determine how 
much of the available energy is actual- 
ly used, the animal is placed in a stall 
and fed measured amounts. All bodily 
wastes are collected, weighed, and ana- 
lyzed. Samples of partially digested 
food are taken from the animals by 
stomach pump and analyzed. In the 
case of a cow, milk produced is meas- 
ured and its butterfat and gross energy 
content determined. Body weight 
changes throughout the test are record- 
ed. . 

Metabolism studies have shown that 
digestibility is affected by stage of ma- 
turity of the crop when harvested, by 
feeding methods, and by the addition 
of feed supplements. It has shown, for 
example, the energy value of digested 
nutrients in sericea forage—when fed 
at usual levels with concentrates—to 
be about 75 per cent that of alfalfa. All 
these findings are translated into 
specific recommendations on type of 
pastures and crops, time of harvesting, 
and methods of feeding so that the 
farmer can use them to produce better 
meat, milk, butter, and wool more 
economically. 


A Return To Beauty 


Alabama has reversed the trend that 
Once existed to denude its hills and 
plains of the native forests. Now each 
year more acres are replanted in forests 
than are cleared. Tree farming and the 
manufacture of forest products con- 
stitute the State’s number one income 
producer. Farmers now consider the 
once-neglected woodlot an integral 
part of the management operation and 
many individuals and corporations are 
engaged exclusively in tree farming. 

Landowners have learned that with 
scientific management they can pre- 
serve the natural beauty of forest 
lands, conserve soil and water, and 
have a handsome income too from 
marketed trees. Forestry research at 
Auburn is providing them the infor- 
mation that they need to secure strong 
healthy stands properly spaced for 
maximum production. The research in- 
volves stand improvement by selective 
cutting, by elimination of undesirable 
weed” trees, by improving the 
ehances of natural re-seeding, by re- 
planting, and by insect and fire control. 

Auburn forestry research is relative- 
ly young; the idea of systematic scien- 
tific forest management is not a half- 
century old in Alabama. Much remains 
to be done, although progress has been 
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rapid. Let us look at one phase, insect 
control, to suggest how much has been 
done and what remains. 

Insects have apparently replaced 
fire as the number one enemy of Ala- 
bama forests. An Auburn: study has 
shown, among other things, that the 
Southern pine beetle, the black turpen- 
tine beetle, and the Ips engraver beetle 
—all bark beetles—are the worst ene- 
mies of nearly mature and mature 
trees; that the worst pest in young 
loblolly and shortleaf pine plantations 
is the pine tip moth; and that pine re- 
production weevils sometimes are ser- 
ious pests, destroying up to 50 per cent 
of the stand, in newly planted pine 
plantations. 

Auburn research has determined how 
to avoid severe losses from reproduc- 
tion weevils. It has tested several in- 
secticides that promise to control the 
tip moth . It is working on methods 
for the control of bark beetles and 
seeking to identify, determine the im- 
portance of, and if necessary find means 
to control other forest insects. 


Irrigation Is Coming 


Farmers have probably made less 
progress in-the battle against weather 
unpredictability and the consequent 
over-production, under- production 
eycle than in any area of agricultural 
endeavor. Irrigation offers Alabama 
farmers one important approach to 
stabilizing production as well as to 
producing crops more efficiently. Ala- 
bama suffers a severe drought every

three to five years and has inadequate 
rainfall during one or more of the best 
“growing” months practically every 
year. 


Unfortunately, irrigation isn’t simply 
a matter of applying water and meas- 
uring the results in increased (or de- 
creased) yield. The first problem is to 
apply the water as effectively, easily, 
and inexpensively as possible. Agri- 
cultural engineering has tackled this 
problem and is studying how to im- 
prove the now-popular = sprinkler 
method. It has also found that furrow 
and border irrigation may be very 
desirable, particularly for some soil 
types and terrains. This type of irriga- 
tion is now well on its way in some 
areas, particularly in Macon: County. 


The next problem is to determine 
what crops can be profitably irrigated 
and what the frequency and intensity 
of watering should be to provide the 
most profitable results. Since some 
plant diseases tend to build up with 
an increase of soil moisture, one re- 
search project is determining with 
what crops increased disease damage 
may make irrigation impractical and 
how and when to water and harvest 
other crops to reduce disease damage 
to a minimum. 


Still another project involves the 


study of root development to determine 
how much water to apply at what in- 
tervals to secure maximum growth for 
particular crops. Results indicate, for 
example, that irrigation of permanent 


pastures is impractical under most 


conditions. 


What Do You Want? 


Marketing research at Auburn seeks 
to determine for the farmer what the 
actual and potential markets are for a 
given product and what production 
schedule and marketing techniques 
will enable him to make the most of 
the market. Such information is ‘de- 
signed to accomplish the final step in 
stabilizing farm production. 

A good example of Auburn’s research 
in this area is a recently completed 
study of egg marketing that extended 
over a period of years. The project in- 
volved interviews by trained enum- 
erators with 1,211 egg producers, 371 
buying agencies, 947 retailing agencies, 
and 629 homemakers. 

The significant results of this study 
are too long to summarize adequately 
here. The following illustrates the 
value of such work: 

Farmers are now eliminating season- 
al production of eggs; many Alabama- 
produced eggs are now graded and 
packaged in the way that Alabama 
housewives prefer to buy them. In fact 
it is now possible to buy fresh Ala- 
bama-produced, graded and packaged- 
eggs throughout the year in any town 
in Alabama. As a result of these and 
other developments, Alabama farmers 
produced 92 per cent of the State’s 
egg needs in 1958 in contrast to only 
70 per cent in 1949.

Animal nutritionists at Auburn use biochemical techniques to find why animals 
perform better on some forages than on others. By use of metabolism studies, they 
determine how much forage eaten by the animal is digested and how much is ex- 
creted as waste.

Easter made great con- 
tributions to the School of Agriculture, 
the Agricultural Experiment Station;

vital mission since the Navy began 
performing aerial hurricane recon- 
naissance in 1943. 


With the advent of powerful long- 
range airborne radars, new techniques 
have been developed for weather re- 
connaissance. Hurricane hunting has 
undergone radical changes, particularly 
during the past three years. Weather 
information which once took days to 
acquire can now be provided by one 
12-hour flight. Conditions in an area 
greater than 200,000 miles square can 
be viewed with one sweep of the air- 
borne radar. One Navy weather flight 
can provide information of an area en- 
compassing one million five hundred 
thousand square miles. Needless to say, 
electronics has revolutionized hurri- 
cane hunting and every phase of trop- 
ical meteorology. 

Each Spring as a new hurricane sea- 
son begins, the Hurricane Hunters be- 
come even more conscious of the fine 
tradition they have compiled and inher- 
ited from the Hunters of years before, It 
has no parallel in the history of avia- 
tion. The simple realization that each
